lodge there e ith him all night, which ſhe, miſt ruſtleſſe wo. 
man, conſented too, and little miſdoubting his diuelliſh in⸗ 
tent laid her downe vpon a pallat of ſtraw by him ts ſleepe 
which as a token of hard miſfo2tune ſodaincly pollefled her: 
The Cripple perteiu ing all ſecure and filent,and now thin⸗ 
bing to be rid of the ſhame thus daily following him, toke 
the womans owne girdle, and putting the ſame flplp about 
her necke, where though nature had denped him ſfrength
